HE present hostile attitude of the 
Soviet Government to religion, and 
particularly to the Christian religicn, has 
focused the attention of Chdistendom upon 
the Russian Church. Whatever may be 
the exact truth as to particular acts of 
persecution of which aceounts reach as, 
there can be no doubt that the extirpation 
of the Orthodox Church is a main plank 
in the general policy of the rulers of 
Russia. Out their own mouth they 
may be judged and thei speech bewrayeth 
| them. Mazzini’s revolutionary doctrine 
of a free Church in a free State i; alien 
irom their mentality and finds :.o place 
on their extensive programme. The very 
existence ef the Church they regard with 
nervous apprehension as a menace to the 
foundations of the new State whic. they 
have erected. Those whose ideal is a 
world must ~ needs set - about 
crushing the Church which proclaims God. 
So intimately has the Russian Church 
heen intertwined w.ch the a@ncten régume 
of -the Czars, and so close has been. the 
association of Church and State in 
liussia, that the history of one is the 
history of the other. Both have moved in 
an obit outside the main stream of 
curopean history. Political and religious 
uovements which have shaken the nations 
and Churches have, until now, had almost 
no reactions across the Russian frontier. 
This fact gives a peculiar intérest to the 
history of the Russian Church, and 
explains the general ignorance of its 
story and its character.

They were brought into the 
stately Church of St. Sophia, then at 
the height of its splendour. The Liturgy 
was sung by the Patriarch in a setting 
of unsurpassed magnificence., 

The beauty of Christian worship had 
its effect. The envoys were entranced 
Vladimir received their emphatic verdict: 
“No man who has once tasted what is 
sweet will afterwards take what is bitter; 
and, as for us, we can no longer abide 
in heathenism.’’ Thus the die was cast, 
and Viadimir received Christian baptism 
from the Byzantine Bishop of Cherson. 
Returning to his capital, Kieff, he flunc 
the national idol into the Dneiper, and 
in waters, which had drowned their 
vod, he caused all h:s people to be baptised 
in droves, Thus he opened the door, not 
only for Greék Christianity, but also for 
all those e¢ivilising influences which now 
could spread from the capital of the 
astern Empire. Gradually "ihe Jittle 
independent States were (Christianised by 
the zeal of the Greek monks, and, as the 
were cradually united in one Church, 
they became politically united. \s yet 
there was no independent Russian 
(huarch—it was but a Province aí the 
Greek Church.

The force which ultimately welded 
tovether the confederation of tribes into 
the Russian people, and bound Church to 
State by honds which only the Soviet 
“san asáihe Cen could break, was the Tartar 
aominatio! For almost two and a half 
centuries Russia was in the grip of the 
Tartars, whose incursions began in the 
year 1224. Twice was the metropolitan 
city af Keiff laid waste, and the Metro- 
»olitan himself moved north and settled 
in Moscow, whose Grand [Prince was 
cradually assuming the leadership of the 
Russian people. Moscow became th" 
political and ecclesiastical centre, around 
which the people rallied against the 
Yartar rulers. In the year 1462 the 
(‘zardom was founded by Ivan the Great, 
and in eighteen years the domination of 
the Tartars was ended. 

The Church which had been the support 
of the.people in their oppression was 
now firmly established in the affection and 
in .the constitution the country. 
\loscow superseded Kieff as the political 
and ecclesiastical capital. Side by side 
within the walls of the Kremlin, the 
(‘zar and the Metropolitan ruled over the 
temporal and spiritual affairs of “the 
people whom they had saved from foreign 
rule. It was-at this period that the 
Russian Church Jost her dependence upon 
the niother Church of Constantinople, 
to whose Patriarch the Metrepolitan had 
hitherto been subject. The capture of 
(onstantinople by the Turks in 1453 had 
left the mother Church but a shaddw. In 
1589 the Metropolitan of Moscow became 
Patriarch of the Russian Church—-the 
independent Church of a frée people.

The 
worst error, if errors such altertions 
are, was the act of Charlotte, who was of 
a somewhat prudish nature, in making 
violent changes in passages of the book 
which seemed too “ strong ”’ 
that time it ig this “ bowdlerised ’ 
edition which has been on sale.

THE HOLY SYNOD. 


The constitution of the Russian Church, 
as it was at the time.of the revolution, 
dates from the reign of Peter the Great. 
When, in the year 1700, the Patriarch 
of Moscow died, Peter determined to 
abolish the Patriarchate. His general 

licy was to westernise Russia and to 
pring it more into the European system. 
Moseow, as the centre of the old Russian 
life, was reduced in status in favour of 
his new capital of Petersburg—the 
‘‘ window upon the West.” Peter forbade 
the election cf a new Patriarch, and 
following thet model of the Lutheral 
consistories, established the supreme 
government of the Church in the Hoi 
Synod, a body consisting of the Metro- 
politans of Kieff, Moscow and Petersburg, 
the Exarch of Georgia, and a number of 
bishops nominated by the Czar.. The 
President—the Oberprokuror—was a lay 
State official nominated by the Czar. By 
this imgenious system the Church was 
held securely in fetters by the State, and 
became. entirely subservient to State 
licy. 

That the Church was thus absolutely 
in the pocket of the State was certainly 
a bad thing in the long run for both. 
It served to confuse Christianity with 
Czardom and to envelop the Church in the 
downfall of the State, which used it as 
a tool, In the past the Church was the 
great unifying and civilising force in

A Famous Hotel. 


The famous Hotel Pellegrino at 
Bologna, I see, is to be pulled down in a 
creat road-widening scheme. It dates 
from the sixteenth century, and is one 
of the most remarkable buildings of its 
kind, a real piece of old Italy, and its 
antiquity attracted many distinguished 
visitors. 

The late Lord s Fisher, -who was 
nothing if not blunt, cared little for its 
historical associations, and, if he were 
alive, would scarcely regret its. passing. 
On one occasion he and his mother. at 
the latter’s desire, pnt up at the Hotel 
Pellegrino, and Fisher described his

Famous American Collecior. 


The action of the Royal Institution 
authorities in selling ‘‘The Dorchester 
Papers,” which have been described as 
the ‘‘ greatest collection of American 
documents in existence,’’ has been 
severely criticised by Lord Sydenham, at 


one time on special duty in America and | 


a member of the War Office Reconstitu- 
tion Committee of 1904, who is of the 
opinion that the proper place for such 
manuscripts is in the Record Office or in 
the British Museum, and that their 
secret sale was a great pity. The! Dor- 
chester papers, which comprise over 
20,000 manuscripts relating to the 
American War of Independence, and 
which include letters written by George 
Washington to English officers, have been 
sold for a very high sum to Dr. A. S. W. 
Rosenbach, one of America’s most famous 
collectors. The papers were presented to 
the Royal Institution 126 years ago by 
Mr. John Symmons. Dr. Rosenbach 
refuses to disclose the figure he has paid 
for them, but says it is the most impor- 
tant transaction in his career. It will be 
remembered that last year it was Dr. 
Rosenbach who paid no less than £15,000

Ghe Month of Fasting. 


When the Mohammedan feast of 
Ramadzan ends to-morrow evening, Lord 
Headley, who is the President of the 
British Muslim Society, will have been 
fasting for thirty days. This does not 
mean that the only British Muslim peer 
has had nothing to eat during the month 
of February ; for the Prophet, wher he im- 
posed the observation of the fast. which 
occupies the whole of the ninth month in 
the Mohammedan vyear, benevolently 
decreed that believers need only abstaiz 
from sunrise to sunset on each day.

Combating Coast Erosion. 


It seems to be generally forgotien thal 
Lord Headley did much fine work in 
foreshore protection along the Irish coast, 
and that, as a parliamentary candidate. 
he contested the South Kerry Division in 
1891. From that year onwards, until 
1906, when he was appointed engineer 
to the Arklow Harbour Commissionérs. 
he was continually employed as a civil 
engineer in preventing sea-coast erosion 
and in erecting remedial works; on two 
occasions he was awarded the Silver Medal 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers in 
Ireland. His publications include a 
volume on the Youghal Foreshore 
Protection Works. 

Known amonest his co-religionists as 
Al Haj-el-Ferooq, Lord Headley made the 
Pilgrimage to Mecca in 1923, and is there- 
fore entitled fo wear the green turban 
and to be addressed by the’ etyle of 
Hajji. A Companion of the Order of the 
Nahda-of Arabia, an honour conterred 
upon him by. King Hussein, he celebrated 
his seventy-fifth birthday a week: before 
the commencement of Ramadzan, which, 
by the wey, commences always eleven 
days earlier than in the preceding year. 
As Mohammedans reckon án lunar time, 
the fast occurs successively in all seasons, 
and only once’ in every’ thirty-three 
years does it take place at the same period 
of the Christian year.

‘The sale of the Barnet Lewis collection, 
which began on Tuesday last with the old 
silver, was remarkable for the slump in old 
French furniture. A snite of Lonmis XV. 
furniture, covered with Beauvais tapestry, 
which realised 3,100 guineas in 1996, sold 
for 810 guineas, and a Regence commode, 
which brought £540 in the same year, was 
valued on Wednesday at £95. As a set-off 
to the fall in French furniture, two Italian 
pieces showed considerable enhancement. A 
sixteenth century cassone, elaborately carved, 
which cost 210 guineas in 1902, sold for 1,140 
guineas, and a sixteenth century walnut- 
wood table, with finely cagved scroll supports, 
was purchased at 1,150 guineas, a 

The old silver, which reached a total of 
£13,591, showed general improvement; in 
some instances the increase was very marked. 
A Commonwealth posset-pot, which brougit 
£214 in 1905, more than trebled in value at 
£675, tlie price paid per oz. for this piece— 
880s.—being the top figure of the day; 800s. 
an oz. was paid for a Charles II. wine 
cup, and a plain goblet of the same reign 
sold at 480s. an oz. Four Queen Anne table- 
candlesticks, by David King, Dublin, 1702, 
were the outstanding lot in a large collection 
of candlesticks, and a photograph of these 
appeared in the /rish Timea of last Wednes- 
day.

RESULTS OF THE YEAR’S

@ RAILWAY TRAFFIC RECEIPTS. 

The losses in passenger traffic receipts for 
ihe year were severe, partly. offset by im- 
provements in mineral and coal traffic.

Generally, our receipts were affected ad- 
versely by the continued ‘depression of trade 
in the heavy and textile industries in the area 
covered by the L.M.S. system. “While on the 

ir the volume of unemployment of the 
whole country showed a decrease of 3 per 

it., there was actually an increase of 7% per 
cent. in the North-Western area. In Lanca- 
“shire, Yorkshire (West Riding) and Lanark- 
shire, mainly areas peculiar to the L.M.S., 
there arises about 40 per cent. of the unem- 
ployment in the whole of Great Britain. This 
inevitably reacted on our traffic receipts as 
egards both merchandise and passengers. 


TRADE DEPRESSION, 

The éxcessive depression in trade in the 

ea of this railway is also reflected in the 
hankers’ clearings. The Metropolitan clear 
ing for 1929 showed an increase of 1.5 per 
cent. over 1928, but Liverpool, Manchester 
and Bradford taken together decreased over 
6 per cent. The shrinkage in the case of 
Bradford was as much as 13.3 per cent., 
a sad commentary on the state of tho wool 
industry, whereas the other eight 
large centres, not so completely identined 
with the L.M.S. showed a decrease of 1.15 
per cent. only. Again, in shipbuilding the 
tonnage launched on North East Coast during 
1928 was 90,000 greater than upon the Clyde. 
in 1929 it was 180,000 greater; there wus a 
lesser output on the Clyde of 40,000 tons, 
whilst tke North East Coast increased by 
00,000.

ROAD COMPETITION. 

Apart trom this general cause, the 
passenger receipts were further adversely 
affected by road competition and steps were 
taken to counter it by the extension. of

Mr. Runciman’s wide experience will be of 
the utmost value to the company, and it is, 
erhaps, unnecessary for me to refer to 
Majer Glyn, who was a director of the 
Caledonian Railway and has been a member 
of the Scottish Committee for some time with 
untiring zeal in the company’s interests. 

There have been several retirements from 
the ranks of the higher administration.

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH, 
&-g 


The process of amalgamation of the rail- 
ways brought into one system a number of 
scientific laboratories engaged in the testin 
of materials, metallurgical investigations aol 
kindred scientific work, and the late Mr. 
Reid did excellent work in rearranging the 
functions of these various laboratories and re- 
organising them. I have for some time been 
greatly impressed by the ssibilities of 
research, having regard to the large quantities 
of materials of all kinds used by us and the 
immense variety of processes involyed. Seme 
) inted a Committee to con- 
sider the suitability of our present, arrange- 
ments to their leanna task, and the scope for 
further research upon definite and co-ordinated 
lines, and particularly the relationship exist- 
ing between experimental testing in the 
shops, the laboratory work and the work of 
the outside research associations with which 
we are affiliated. On this Committee I had 
the help of some eminent men in the scientific 
field and in the world of industrial research. 
The pert of the Committee was gratifyin 
from the point of view of the excellence o 
the work now being done by our scientific 
staff and the arrangements in the laboratories. 
They were favourably impressed by the high 
standard attained in the work and by the 
Jarge amount of research in improving exist- 
ing processes and developing new methods. 
But they confirmed our view that con- 
siderable scope existed for further intensive 
directed research, and recommended the 
appointment of an officer with special attain- 
ments, for co-ordinating the work and 
securing the necessary contacts hetween the 
railway and associations or industrial Jabora- 
tories, together with the assistance of an 
Advisory Committee. We are now well on 
the way to carry out the recommendations of 
this Committee, and the present personnel 
of the Advisory Committee, who will meet 
from time to time to consider the programmes 
of research and their progress, will be, 
under Sir Harold Hartley as Chairman, Sir 
Harold Carpenter, F.R.S., Professor of 
Metallurgy in the Royal School of Mines; 
Sir Herbert Jackson, K.B.E.., F.B.S. . 
Eme.‘tus Professor of Chemistry and Director 
of: ta British Scientific Instrument Research 
Association; Mr, W. Rintoul, Joint Research 
Manager of Imperial Chemical Industries, 
4d.; Dr. Frank Smith, C.B.,  C.B.E., 
F.R.S., Secretary of the Royal Society and 
Secretary to the Department of Industrial 
and Scientific Research, together with certain 
of our own technical officers.

DEVELOPMENT (LOAN GUARANTEES 
AND GRANTS) ACT, 1929. 

Under this Act grants are made to assist 
public utility undertakings in the carrying 
out of works calculated to promote emplay- 
ment. So far as the railway companies are 
concerned, these grants take the form of an 
interest payment spread over a period (not 
exceeding 15 years) on the "é portion of 
approved schemes; the extent to which the

Up to the present schemes geis 8 total 
expenditure of approximately £1,800,000 have 
been approved by the Treasury, the portion 
of this amount which will rank for grant of 
interest at various rates and for various 
periods being approximately £1,450,000. 

Further schemes, amounting in total to 
between £3,000,000 and £4.000,000, are under 
consideration, and only such proposals will be 
put forward as will. with the assistance to be 
obtained from the Treasury, be remunerative 
to the company. 

Schemes submitted do not include those in 
which reconstruction is to be met out of our 
large Capital Renewal Funds, nor those in 
which Parliamentary bills have yet to be 


promoted, so that the range of possible im- | 
i mediate assistance is more limited than is 


usually supposed. 


RAIL AND ROAD TRANSPORT. 

A year ago I outlined the policy of your 
Board and their proposed action to estab- 
lish the company in the omnibus business 
of the country, consistent with the 
full powers conferred by Parliament under 
the Koad Transport Act, 1928. This policy 
has been steadily pursued, the primary object 
being to attain as between the railway and 
the established road services the fullest 
measure of collaboration, and the encourage- 
ment of the development of each form of 
transport on complementary lines for the 
benefit of both classes of undertaking and 
the travelling public. 

During the year, over the whole field of the 
company's cee we have succeeded in 
reaching such arrangements for co-operation 
by way of a substantial interest in the prin- 
cipal omnibus ecmpanies, as well as in the 
oninibus services of anumber of municipalities 
in the company's territory. In other cases 


such a course the company has acquired a 
number of omnibus concerns, either wholly 
with the London and 
North-Eastern and Great Western Railway 
Companies. 

The company's nominees are being elected 
to the Boards of these omnibus companies, 


These partnerships and acquisitions, repre- 
senting an interest in over 5,000. omnibuses, 


have been announced in the Press from time 
to time, are summarised in the report, and, 
as they take effect, in the main, as from Ist 
January, 1930, the results of working are not 
reflected in the accounts for 1929. 

The new relationship between the railway 
and omnibus undertakings is necessitating 
continuous review of the circumstances where 
the railway and road services are on common 
cr adjacent routes, with a view of producing, 
ssible, harmony of interest and 
economy of resources with opportunities for 
the exchange and development of business 
without detriment to public requirements. 
The process must be gradual, but each month 
should witness some new benefit from the 
policy pursued. 

One of the more impertant of these benefits 
will be the elimination of inconvenient. super- 
seded and, therefore, unremunerative railway 
services, together with the substitution of 
road services for local trains of little earning 
value, 

In the carriage of merchandise traffic by

STAFF. 

Last year I made reference to the agree- 
ment entered into with the trade unions in 
July, 1928, under which railway employés— 
and you will recollect that the directors also 
eee piaey in this arrangement—contributed 

per cent. of their total earnings towards 
meeting our heavy decreases in revenue. The 
trade unions gave notice to terminate the 
agreement on November 12th, 1929, and as a 
result of further negotiations it was agreed 
that the deduction should continue until 
May 12th, 1930, and that until November 
12th, 1950, both the companies and the trade 
unions should be debarred from asking for a 
general revision in rates of pay or conditions 
of service. 

i also referred a year ago to the exten- 
sion amongst our own employés of the spirit 
of co-operation which has been manifested in 
varying degrees in our great industries 
generally. I am pleased to say that the 
opinion I formed last year, that a substantial 
advance on the right lines‘had been achieved, 
has been strengthened by the experience of 
the past twelve months. At all meetings of 
Local Departmental Committees discussion 
takes place on the question of co-operation 
with the company’s officers’ in advancing the 
interests .ef the business through increased 
eficiency or economy in methods of work. 
In regard to the activities of the company in 
combating road competition, I have recently 
taken the opportunity of issuing to each 
member of the staff a circular, setting out 
what has been done by the company in 
securing a share of the omnibus business of 
the. country since road powers were obtained 
in 1928, and urging a continuance of the 
effective Sage which has already , been 
afforded to the company by all sectións of 
the staff. 

LOCOMOTIVES. 

As regards repairs, the rutionalisation of 
the works, to which I have previously 
referred, is now yielding even more striking 
results, I spoke two years ago of twelve 
days as the new record time for a locomotive

The question is not, of course, wholly one

When the results of research and delibora- 
tions by the British railway technical officers 
with the representatives of the National 
Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
are known, we shall be in a better position 
to decide the future policy as to their 
extended use. 


MAIN LINE ELECTRIFICATION. 

Electrification has been engaging the 
attention of the Government, and you will 
be aware that in view of the progress which 
is being made towards widespread avail- 
ability of high tension electrical energy, they 
have appointed a committee of three, Lord 
Weir ees , Sir Ralph Wedgwood and 
Sir Willen cLinteck, to .consider and 
report upon the economic and other aspects 
of the electrification of the railway systems 
in Great Britain, with particular reference to 
main line working. 

It is not the intention, however, that the 
inquiry shall in any way interfere with, or 
delay any particular schemes of suburban 
or other electrification which may be other- 
wise under consideration. While it is easy to 
over-state or over-estimate the possibilities of 
main line electrification, we propose to assist 
the Committee in every way possible to arrive 
at sound conclusions upon the prospects. 

It is more hazardous than ever to indulge 
in prophecy as to the industrial prospects of 
the country, on which the fortunes of our 
company are so greatly dependent. We are 
handicapped by three important factors : first, 
unexampled depression in the rape trades ; 
second, severe road competition selecting par- 
ticularly the more highly rated traffics which 
have in the past made an important con- 
tribution to net receipts; and, third, a range 
of rates and fares round about 50 per cent, 
higher than before the war, against a range 
of labour costs greatly in excess ofthis 
figure. We have fought these handicaps by 
the economies of reorgatiisation and constant 
overhaul of operatiqns and processes. — So 
effective have these been that a revival of 
trade in our area that may seem merely 
fractional on the national figures as a whole 
would suffice to- restore: a more attractive 
return upon the company’s Ordinary stock. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I now beg to move—

The five Dublin hospitals, being non- 
sectarian, stand in a particularly strong 
position, from the collector’s point of view.

If a Protestant man or woman wishes 
to marry a Roman Catholic, they are com- 
pelled to sign away the religion of , their 
children as the price of getting a dispensa- 
tion to marry the person they love. No 
Protestant clergyman would dream of impos- 
ing such a condition, The religion of the 
children is a matter for the parents to settle 
between themselves, without outside inter- 
ference. The Constitution and laws of the 
Irish Free State are perfectly just and fair 
in this matter. Would that all parties would

SETTLEMENT OF LAND CASE. 


_ (BEFORE.MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Lhe adjourned matter of Sir Roland Lord 
Headley, a bankrupt (in England), was before 
the Court. In this matter an application 
had been made by the Official Assignee for a 
ruling upon the question of how the holdings 
of ten tenants on the Headley estate, situated 
at aa, Co. Kerry, should be dealt 
with, i: 

At the last hearing oí the case a number 
of the tenants attended for examination, 
two or three of them being under polite 
escort. The tenants op that occasion placed 
themselves in the hands of their counsel, 
Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., and Mr. T. O'Donnell, 

Mr. Hamilton, K.C, (imstructed by Messrs.- 
Miley and Miley), who appeared for the 
Offical Assignee, now stated that a settle- 
ment, which he thought was very satisfac- 
tory and most favourable to the tenants, 
had been arrived at in the matter, subject 
to his lordship’s approval. He had received 
the following statement from the Land Com- 
mission on the subject:—‘‘ The Land Com- 
mission are satisfied that the occupiers will 
be in a better position financially under the 
arrangement to purchase at £ from Lord 
Headley than they would be if the lands 
were acquired by the Land Commissioners 
under the Act of 1923 and resold to the 
occupants. The Land Commission would 
have to pay for the fee-simple. The Land 
Commission, have no present intention of 
acquiring the land. The Land Commis- 
sion did not make any claim in respect of 
the annuities under the original advances 
made under the Act of 1885. The unpaid 
balances of the advances have been written 
off by the Public Loan Act of 1918.” | 

Mr. Comyn, K.C., on behalf of the tenants, 
said that they were willing to pay 
within a fortnight on getting each a fe. 
simple conveyance of the property, subject 
only to a tithe rent .charge of 17s. 8d. 
" Mr. Justice Johnston made an order in the 
terms of the settlement mentioned, directing 
that the communication from the Land Com- 
mission should be filed in court.

STORY OF HURRIED AUCTION, 


In the Dublin Bankruptcy Court yesterday, 
in the matter of Bernard O’Beirre, a bank- 
rupt, who held a farm of about 46 acres at 
Graigullagh, near Elphin,. Co. Roscommon, 
and who. was adjudicated on the 15th June, 
1927, Mr. Joseph Ennis, manager of the 
Carrick-on-Shannon Branch of the Northern 
Bank, was examined by Mr. T. A. Finlay 
{instructed by Messrs. Horan and Devine) for 
the assignees. 

He said that the bank had a charge amount- 
ing to £700 on the bankrupt’s farm. A sale 
of the farm was advertised to take place at 
the suit of the Land Commission at the Court- 
house, Elphin, at 1 o’clock on February 12th 
this year. On the instructions of his directors, 
he went to the Court-house with the intention 
of bidding for the farm, but when he arrived 
there with a colleague, Mr. Farrell, he saw 
no sign of a sale. They went to the office of 
Mr. Fagan, the auctioneer, and told him that. 
they had come for the sale of O’Beirne’s land. 
The auctioneer’s clock was at. 25 minutes to 
one when, in fact, the correct time was one 
o'clock. The auctioneer said that they had 
25 minutes to wait, and the witness and Mr. 
Farrell went away. 

When they went back to the Court-house 
the auctioneer told them that the sale was 
over. The witness asked him. to re-open the 
sale, and he replied that he could not do so, 
as Mr. Connellan, the solicitor, who had bid 
on behalf of Patrick O’ Beirne, a brother of 
the hankrupt, would not allow him. 

Mr. James Fagan, the anctioneer, stated 
that he believed that his clock was correct. 
He was told that Mr. Connellan was in Boyle 
that day, and that he would not be back 
until 3 o'clock However, Mr. Connellan 
arrived at about one o’clock.

WIFE'S STORY OF DOMESTIC 


TROUBLES. 


When he had heard the evidence of the 
wife in a case in which a middle-aged man, 
named Stephen Delaney, was charged with 
assaulting his mother-in-law, áillen Scott, at 
her house in Aungier street on the previous 
day, the Justice dismissed the charge, saying 
that he had come to the conclusion that the 


case was one for the National Society for 


the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

Mrs. Delaney said that her husband, to 
whom she had been married for four years, 
was. brutal to her, would not work, and 
threatened her whenever she asked him for 
money. He had “put her in the union 
twice.”

They wanted to get it wholly and solely en- 
gaged in the management of municipal 
affairs, and when they were discussing a bill 
for the purpose of creating a body which 
was to be above party politics, surely they 
should be above party politics and should 
consider the bill wholely and solely on a 
non-political basis.

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 5.) said 
that Deputy MacEntee had occupied the time 
of the House for two hours in opposing this 
bill, but he could only compare the deputy’s 
speech to a mountain in labour which brought 
forth a mouse. The objections of Rathmines 
and Pembroke to coming into this sehneme 
were mainly the outcome of self-interest. It 
would be as reasonable to exclude Merrion 
square, Fitzwilliam square and St. Stephen's 
Green as to exclude Pembroke and Rath 
mines.

CITY MANAGER'S LIMITATIONS. 


The City Manager. would not have the 
powers attributed to him by the leader of tac 
Fianna Fail party. The Manager’s duties 
would be defined in detail by regulations 
which he hoped would be in accordance with 
this bill when it finally left the Oireachtas. 
Deputy MacEntee had said that the Minister 
would appoint. and fix the salary of the 
fanaeon, and that for that reason the 
Manager would be a creature of the Mimster. 
Apparently the deputy was net aware that 
the Minister had power to fix the salary of 
every clerk and official of urban councils 
and of dispensary doctors; yet it had never 
been heard that the object of the Gecvern- 
ment was simply to make these officials the 
Minister’s creatures.

The Irish Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce yesterday received a deputa- 
tion from the sugar and confectionerv trade 
concerning the operation of the tariffs and 
of the progress of the firms under its 
influence.

His officials had checked 
prices, and it had been found that they were 
the same sn the Free State as—and in some 
cases lower than—prices obtaining across the 
water. In all cases where goods were im- 
ported the producer was paying the tariff 
and ' dumping.”’

RAZOR ATTACK ON SON.

OLD MAN’S CRIME DUE TO 
DRINK. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 
Charged with attempting to murder his 
son, Maurice, by slashing. him with a razor 
on the 26th January last, and, on a second 
count, with wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm, Patrick Quinn, a man 
of seventy years, living at Castlematrix 
Rathkeale, Co, Limerick, pleaded guilty to 
maliciously wounding, and this plea was 
accepted by the prosecution. 

Evidence was given that the accused was 
a man of quiet disposition, but had taken to 
drink recently, and that the occurrence took 
place during one of his “fits of drunken- 
ness.”’ 

“I think,” said the judge, “‘you were 
well advised to plead guilty to the minor 
offence of unlawful wounding. If the case 
had gone before a jury you might well have 
been convicted on a much more serious 
charge. Taking al] the circumstances into 
consideration, I think I am dealing very 
leniently with you in passing @ sentence of 
twelve calendar months’ imprisonment.”’

This tremendous mountain yields 
in height to Everest alone, but equals, if 
it does not surpass, Eyerest in peril and

summit the members of the new expedi- 
tion. must conquer heavy storms, an 
intense rarefaction of the atmosphere and 
almost’ perpendicular cliffs of ice. If 
they. succeed, they will stand 28,150 feet 
above sea-level—a height less by eighty 
feet than that which Mallory and Irvine 
had reached when they perished within 
hundred feet of their goal on 
Kanchenjunga, too, has claimed 
its victims. In the expedition of 1905 
four climbers perished, and the Bavarian 
expedition of 1929 escaped: disaster only 
through its skill in retreat. The new 
expedition is, in its personnel, an adver- 
tisement. of Europe’s present peace; for 
it includes men of five nations—Germany, 
England, Switzerland, Italy and Austria. 
Every one of them is a highly trained 
mountaineer. The leader is Professor 
G. O. Dyhrenfurth, of Germany, whose 
wife will accompany him ; and the English 
member is Mr. F. S. Smythe, who has to 
his credit two daring new routes “up. the 
Brenva face of Mount Blanc. The photo- 
graphs illustrating our reports of the 
expedition’s progress will be taken by 
Mr. Smythe. Nepalese porters, whose

Thirteen Votes. 


By a majority of thirteen votes the 
second reading of the Greater Dublin Bill 
was carried in Dáil Eireann. yesterday. 
During the course of the debate the general 
feeling of the House was decidedly 
against Mr. Mulcahy’s bill, Labour and 
Fianna Fáil opposed it stoutly; several 
of the Independent members spoke against 
it, and even one of the Government's 
staunchest followers objected to its pro- 
visions. The common opinion, therefore, 
was that, if the Government should refuse 
to accept some very drastic amendments 
on the Committee stage, it would fail to 
carry the second reading, and yesterday’s 
vote came as a complete surprise. It was 
made possible by the Government’s use ‘of 
the closure. The debate had lasted for 
more than two days, but several members 
of the Dail, including some Dublin repre- 
sentatives, still were anxious to speak. 
Nobody who was not in the Govern- 
ment’s confidente anticipated that a 
division would be taken yesterday. Sixty- 
three members of the Government Party 
voted for the bill, and this solid 
phalanx, supported by half-a-dozen Inde- 
pendents and the two members of the 
National League, was sufficient to carry 
the division. All the available members of 
Fianna Fadil and the Labour Party, with 
two Independents—Professor Alton and 
Mr. O’Hanlon—voted against the measure ; 
but the Opposition has been caught 
napping. We have no sympathy with 
those members who accused the Speaker 
of unfairness. Mr. Blythe applied the 
closure, and the Speaker could not refuse 
to accept his motion unless he deemed it 
to be an infringement of the minority’s 
rights. If anybody is to blame, the Vice- 
President, rather than the Speaker, is 
the culprit; but the closure is a 
recognised weapon of politjcs, The 
Government has escaped defeat on the 
principle of the bill, and Mr. Mulcahy 
has refused to budge from his original 
attitude. We hope, however, that the 
Opposition will insist on essential amend- 
ments in Committee, and that on the next 
occasion more than two Independents will 
be found to have the courage of their 
constituents’ convictions. 


Restless Citizens. 


The remarkable development of 
passenger transport in London was re- 
vealed at the annual meeting of the 
Underground and associated companies. 
Twenty years ago the average Londoner 
made about forty trips by train, tram and 
omnibus per annum; now the average is 
512 trips, having risen since 1914 from 
S11. London is supplied lavishly with 
means of quick, cheap and easy transport. 
It underground system is the envy of the 
world, and its omnibus services are as 
extensive as they are efficient. Of the 
2,175,000,000 passengers who were carried 
last year 73 .per cent. travelled by 
omnibus, 18 by rail, and nine by the tram- 
ways. The omnibus, by virtue of its low 
fares, its mobility and its ‘‘ handiness ”’ 
continues to be the most popular means 
of conveyance. No other city in the 
world has a service of omnibuses even 
approaching that of the British capital. 
The Paris ‘‘’buses "’ are ludicrously in- 
adequate, while even in Berlin, which

The Duke of the Abruzzi was forced to 
letreat when only a short distance from 
the summit of the Bride Peak (25,110 feet) 
Im the Kara In addition, there 
are scores of peaks of 25,000 feet or niore 
that have never been attempted and are 


never likely to be, unless by some aeronaut 
in a helicopter, 


THE HIGHEST YET. 
The hichest a tun 
is that of Trisul (23,406 feet). which was 
ciimbed in 1907 by Brigadier-General the 
Hon. i. G. Bruce and Dr. Longstaff.’ with 
the Italian cuides, Alexis and Henri 
Brocheril. It is almost as if there were a 
maciec cordon drawn at 25,000 feet round 
necks of these Tiants by the Mi-go, 
the * Abominable Snow-men.’’ whom the 
natives believe to dwell in horrid rage on 
the summits. But were the creater peaks 
of the Himalaya more easily approach- 
able, both physically and politically. some 
of them at least would surely have yielded 
to the skill of three venerations of deter- 
Inined mountaineers. 


BRITISH PIONEERS. 

In spite of the obvious challenge of 
Kanchenjunga, little was known of the 
jountoin and its immediate environs until 
the closing years of last centurv, although 
“ir Joseph Hooker, the pioneer of ex- 
ploration in the Eastern Himalaya, had 
explored the ridges to the east of it many 
\ mars One of the-first to under- 
serious mountaineering in Sikkim 
Mr. W. W. Graham, who, in 1883, 
carrieu through a brilliant series of ascents 
iu the neighbourhood of Kabru (24,000 
feet), the southern outpost of Kanchen- 
His achievements included ascents 
of three unnamed peaks in the Kabru 
district, a first ascent of Jubrun (21,400 
feet), and finally an ascent of © Kabru 
itself, the summit of which Mr. Graham 
claimed to have reached. This last ascent 
provoked a bitter controversy at the time, 
and to this day it has not been definitely 
established whether or not Mr. Graham 
actually did reach the summit. 


THROUGH UNKNOWN REGIONS. 


The country nearest to Darjeelin 
naturally the first to be explored and 
ma It was not until that a 
native surveyor named Rinsing journeyed 
through the hitkerto unknown region 
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ill-equipped for high altitudes and of 
losing two of his party from excessive cold 
unc. tatigue, he succeede? in crossing f: 71 
Sikkim into Nepal by the Jonsong La, a 
snow pass of 20,207 feet. Another native, 
Sarat Chandra Das, claimed to have 
traversed the same pass a few years earlier 
en route for Lhasa, but it seems probable, 
as Mr. Douzlas Freshfield points out, that 
his pass .as farther to the north. In 
1891 Sir Claude White and Mr. Hofmann 
were the first Europeans to penetrate to 
the Zemu Glacier beneath the eastern 
precipices of Kanchenjunga, where they 
discovered Siniolchum, ‘* the most beauti- 
ful mountain in the world,” | 


ROUND KANCHENJUNGA., 

Their enterprise opened the way for 
others, but it was not until 1899 that Mr. 
Freshfield’s party succeeded in making the 
first comprehensive circuit of Kanchen- 
junga and photographing and exploring 
the glaciers and valleys of its western 
flanks. Mr. Fréshfield described this ex- 
pedition in his book, “ Round Kanchen- 
junga,’’ wisich contains some interesting 
speculations on the possibilities of climb- 
ing the mountain. Though the principal 
aim of his party was to explore and map 
the glaciers and approaches of Kanchen- 
junga, 1t was their project to attempt its 
ascent. A snowstorm made this impos- 
sible, and they were forced to content 
themselves with exploring the head of 
the Zemu Glacier and of repeating the 
traverse ‘of the Jonsong La, whence they 
descended into Nepal and returned to 
Darjeeling over the Kang La and Jongri 
passes, 16,303 feet and 13,140 feet 
respectively. That the party would have 
failed in an attempt on the mountain can 
hardly be doubted in the light of subse- 
quent experience of the elaborate series of 
camps necessary and the physical effects of 
great altitudes. But Mr. Freshfield’s 
expedition accomplished much in deter- 
mining the easiest lines of attack for 
future parties. 


THE FIRST EXPEDITION. 

If was not ~ntil 1905 that a direct 
attempt was made to climb Kanchenjung: 
by a party consisting of three Swiss—Dr. 
Jacot-Guillarmod, M. Reymond, Lieu- 
tenant Pache—and an _ Italian hotel- 
keeper from Darjeeling named De Righi, 
who put themselves under the leadership 
of Mr. Aleister Crowley. The expedition 
proceeded by the Singalila ridge and the 
Chumbab La to the Yalung Valley, and 
having marched up the Yalung Glacier 
attacked the great curtain of icy slopes 
which falls from the base of the cliffs of 
the south-west face of Kanchenjunga. 
They succeeded in establishing a camp at 
20,343 feet. and some of them climbed 
1,000 feet higher. On the afternoon of 


summit yet attained 


September 1st Dr. Guillarmod, Lieutenant 
Pache, and De Richi, with three natives, 
started tq descend the glacier to the lower 
camp, leaving Crowley and Reymond at 
the higher. Crowley states that he warned 
them of the danger that they were in- 
curring in descending. so late in the day 
with a large party. While traversing a 
snow-slope the two coolies, who were in the 
middle, slipped, dragging with thei Pache 
and the third coolie, who were behind, 
and the doctor and De Righi, who were in 
front. The doctor and De Richi escaped 
with a severe shaking, but their four com- 
panions were buried in the avalanche of 
snow brought down by the fall. Reymond, 
hearing the cries of the survivors, came 
down alone from the higher camp. 
Crowley, by his own avowal, recorded in 
the Alpine Journal for February, 1906, 
remained in bed in the tent drinking tea. 
In a letter to the Pioneer, written the 
same evening, he said:—‘‘ As it was, I 
could do nothing more than send out 
Reymord on the forlorn hope. Not that 1 
Was over-anxious in the circumstances to 
render hel», A mountain ‘ accident’ of 
this sort is one of the things for which I 
have no sympathy whatever. . . . To- 
morrow Í hope to go down and find out 
h-w things stand.’’ ‘Thus ended the first 
attempt on Kanchenjunga. 


MUCH VALUABLE WORK. 

Tn 1911 and 1912 Dr. A. M. Kellas. 
whe “died during the second Mount 
Kveres. expedition, made two bold and 
successful expeditions qn the peaks to the 
north and north-west of Kanchenjunga 
and on. the ridges of Kanchenjunga 
itself. Though his expeditions, which were 
made alone, with only native assistance. 
included no actual“ attempt on the 
mountain, he -accomptished much valuable 
pioneer work. In 1911 he reached the 
Nepal Gap (21,000 feet), on the north-west 
ridge of Kanchenjunga, and the Zemu 
Gap. (19,300 feet), on the east ridge; and 
climbed the Langpo Peak (22,100 feet), 
and the Chumiomo (22,430 feet), to the 
north-west of the Kanchenjunga massif. 
In 1912 he climbed Kanchenjhau (22.700 
feet), to the north-west of Kanchenjunga. 


THE LATEST ATTEMPTS. 

Meanwhile, mountaineers of other 
nationalities had not been idle. Kabru 
had again been assaulted, this time by two 
young Norwegians, (,'W. Rubenson and 
(‘onrad-Aas, in 1907. After immense 
labours in hacking their way up the 
intricate ice-falls of the Kabru Glacier 
and many uncomfortable days spent in 
high camps they gained the summit ridge 
about 50 feet below the summit and some 
distance from it horizontally. Intense cold 
and the lateness of the hour forced them to 
retreat. Owing to the War no further 
attempts were made on Kanchenjunga 
until 1929, when the mountain was twice 
attacked by two separate parties, one going 
before and the other after the monsoon. 

The first effort can hardly rank as an 
““ attempt ” for it was one of the maddest 
pieces of bad mountaineering that can be 
rmagined. An American, Mr, FE. Farmer, 
started from Darjeeling on April 27th 
with a small banderbast of porters. He 
left Tseram, a village on the Nepalese 
flanks, of Kanchenjunga, with three 
porters and four days’ food and proceeded 
up the Yalung Glacier, presumably 
following the route of the ill-fated 
(‘rowley expedition. He established three 
camps and finally, on May 26th, set off 
with his pogters, unequipped with either 
trope or rucksack. The snow conditions 
proved dangerous—probably like those en- 
countered by the Crowley and the Swiss— 
and tre porters refused to advance farther. 
Mr. Farmer, however, insisted’on going on 
alone and was last seen by his porters 
climbing upwards towards the Talung 
Saddle at about 22,000 feet. He never 
returned. 


THE SECOND EXPEDITION. 
, The second attempt in 1929 was a very 
different affair. Kanchenjunga was at last 
attacked by a properly equipped and ex- 
ceptionally stronz. party of yc am 
Bavarian mountaineers. This party, which 
was led by Dr. Bauer, included some of 
the most brilliant young ¢limbers from the 
Munich s-ction of the German and 
Austrian.Alpine Club, and was addition- 


ally fortunate in securing services of 

Mr. Kk. O. Shebbeare. transport officer of 

the last Everest expedition, and many of

ACCOUNT. 


GENERAL. 
SOME CURIOUS ITEMS. - 
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The report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General on the Free State Appro- 
riation Accounts. for 1928-1929 was 
issued yesterday. The Auditor-General 
says that in previous years he referred to 
the delay in the balancing of income tax 
accounts, but the position is now, on the 
whole, satisfactory. He adds that a test 
examination of the revenue account. was 
carried out with satisfactory results. 

Gross over-payments of old age pensions 
at the end of 1929 amounted to. £27,506 
15s. 6d. Of this total, a net amount of 
£13,557 5s. 6d. has been written off as 
irrecoverable; £123 19s. has been re- 
covered in cash and £11,601 16s. 6d. by 
withholding payment of pension orders ; 
the balance, £2,223 14s. 6d., being in 
process of recovery. 

In his remarks on the public works 
and buildings rate, the Auditor-General 
says: ‘‘A charge of £232 has been in- 
cluded in sub-head D for the purchase 
of a grand piano. As I understand that 
it is not usual to supply articles of this 
kind from the vote, except for educational 
purposes, I have considered it necessary 
to.call attention to the charge. 


QUESTION OF A PENSION. 


The issue of a pension to an ex-civil 
servant without an estimate having been 
presented in the Dail, caused the Auditor- 
General to state: “ I have represented to 
the Department of Finance that this 
award appears to be a departure from the 
established practice under. which the 
Department, in the award of pensions, is 
pledged to the Dail not to exceed, in any 
case, the powers conferred on it by 
statute. ‘Further, 1 am of opinion that 
the payment of a pension of this kind is 
outside the ambit of the vote for super- 
annuation «nd retired allowances.’’ 

‘* The accounts of the Post Office factory 
were su)mitted to a test examination, with 
satisfactory results. The cost of new 
articles manufactured during the year was 
£10,217, a decrease of £3,119 as compared 
with the previous year; the total cost of 
repair works (excluding repairs to 
mechanical transport) was £14,572, as 
compared with £14,994 in 1927-28; and the 
cost of motor repairs increased from 
£2,054 to £2,334. The extent to which 
manufacture work will in the future be 
carried on in the factory is at present 
uncer consideration. in some instances 
the cost of repairs to ynotor vehicles during 
the year appeared to be unduly nigh.’’ 

Under the :eading of Army Gratuities, 
it is stated that the expenditure under 
sub-head A2 ‘‘ amounted to £228,403 
15s. 2d., being £216,403 15s. 2d. in excess 
of the amount provided in the estimates. 
The excess expenditure was met from 
savings on other s.h-heads. of the vote. 
In view of the comments of the Public 
Accounts Committee in their reports on 
the accounts for the years 1926-27 and 
1927-28, I have considered it necessary to 
call attention to the extensive use of ¥ire- 
ment in this sub-head.’’ 


ARMY EXPENDITURE. 


In his remarks on Army expenditure, 
the Auditor-General says:— . 

“ It was observed that a sum of £45 
14s. ld. was expended on the supply of 
curtains for the quarters of a junior 
officer. The number of apartments pro- 
vided for appeared to be in excess of the 
number authorised by regulation. 

“ An officer who occupied furnished 
quarters at a station was appointed. to 
another station on 18th April, 1926, and 
a house at the latter place was renovated 
for occupation by ” m at a cost of £340, 
aui4 furnished to the scale appropriate to 
the tank of colonel. It was ready for 
occupation about 26th May,’ 1927, but it 
was not occupied by him. He = was 
appointed to a post at headquarters on Ist 
August, 1927, and a house in Dublin was 
renovated at a cost of £368 2s. @d., and 
furnished at a cost of £529 18s. 4d. It 
was ready for c-cupation in March, 1928. 

‘As it appeared to me that portion of 
this expenditure could have been avoided 
in view of the pending reduction in Army 
strength, I was informed in reply to my 
inquiry that the work on the first house 
was carried out so to have suitable 
accommodation available for the officer 
commanding, and that in view of the 
scarcity of aecommodetion for married 
officers in Dublin, it was considered 
desirable to allot the second-mentioned 
house as married officers’ quarters, 
being in excess of requirements for other 
purposes. '

SPECIAL DAY OF! PRAYER. 


The following statement has been issued 
from Lambeth Valace :— 

“The Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York have asked that Sunday, March 16th, 
the second Sunday in Lent, shall be 
observed in all the churches. within their 
provinces as a Day of Prayer on behalf 
of those who are suffering oppression in 
Russia through loyalty to their religious 
faith. 

‘It is not proposed to issue any form 
of Service for general use.. Each bishop 
will give such guidance and direction for 
his own diocese as he thinks fit. 

‘It is hoped that special prayers will 
be continued during the week following 
March .16th, and it will be remembered 
that His Holiness the Pope has asked all 
who owe allegiance to him to join with 
his intercessions on Wednesday, March 
19th.’’ 

It is understood that the Fvangelica’ 
Free Churches in Great Britain will 
observe Sunday, March 16th, as a Day 
of Prayer, and on or about that day 
Ea will be offered in many parts of 
Lurope and in the United States of 
America. 


ALLEGED PROTEST BY RABBIS. 
From Revrer’s CorresPonvent. 


MOSCOW, Thursday. 
An appeal, bearing the names of the 
Rabbi Menakhem Glaskin and five other 
Rabbis, has been circulated to the Soviet 


to a crusade against the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republies’’ on the ground of: the 
persecution of religion. As to those who 
have come forward abroad in defence of 
the Jews in Soviet Russia, the document 
says that they need no such defence; that 
Jews are never perseented for their 
religious beliefs, though in some cases 
Jewish ministers of religion have been 
legally condemned for violation of the 
Soviet laws. The reports of the execution 
of Rabbis or of their subjection to other 
severe punishments are described as inven- 
tions. The statement also asserts that 
“the closing of synagogues has been the 
vesult of the demand of the Jewish 
masses. not of the demand of the State 
authorities.’’ 

Tt is further stated that ‘‘ several. Rabbis 
of Minsk, recently arrested for violation 
of the Soviet Jaws, were soon released.’”

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THE NEW DRAFT RULES. 

The draft rules for the conduct of cases 
and practice “in the Free - State Circuit 
Court, having been approved by the 
Minister for Justice, have now been 
issued, and await the approval of the 
Oireachtas. The rules are the outcome 
of the deliberations of a committee of 
three members of the Bar and three mem- 
bers ‘of the solicitors’ profession, which 
has heen considering the framing of rules 
for the Cireuit Courts for a considerable 
time. 

The draft rules, as at present published, 
do not embody any remarkable chance 
from the practice hitherto adopted in the 
working of the old County Courts or the 
Circuit Courts for the past six years. 

The work of Circuit Court judges will 
be greatly expedited and lessened by the 
fact that undefended civil bills will no 
longer appear in the judge's lists, such 
cases being dealt with in the County 
Registrar's Offices. 

The rules also provide machinery for 
the service of court documents outside the 
Free State in cases in which the subject 
matter of the action is within the 
jurisdiction. or where the cause of ‘action 
has arisen within the jurisdiction. 

The County Registrar is to ba the 
proper officer of the court, and responsible 
for the conduct of the court offices within 
his county area. As well as having power 
to take affidavits and administer oaths in 
the taking of accounts and inquiries 
ordered by the court, the County Registrar 
will have all.the powers of the Examiner 
in the High Court of Justice. 

As regards fixing costs in actions, the 
judge is allowed considerable discretion. 
In actions up to £100, costs are to bé 
based on the County Court basis, and over 
that sum and in equity suits on the basis 
‘of two-thirds of the High Court costs for 
like amounts.

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IRISH LABOUR'S 
DECISION. - 


POLITICAL WING TO BE 
_ ESTABLISHED. .

By a large majority a special Congress 
of the Irish Labour Party and ‘Trades 
Union Congress, which was held at the 
Teachers’ Hall, Parnell square, Dublin. 
yesterday, decided to establish a National 
Labour Party, separate fron’ the Trades 
Union Congress. a 

Deputy T. J. O'Connell presided over 
the Congress, which was attended by 110 
delegates from trade unions, Trades and 
Workers’ Councils and Labour ''arties. 
Most of the Labour deputies and senators 
were present, and -the delegates. repre- 
serited Belfast, Cork, Limerick. Waterford 
and other centres besides Dublin. 


THE CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

In his presidential address, Mr 
O'Connell said that the decisions of the 
Congress would be fraught with conse 
quences of the utmost importance to the 
Labour movement and the country as a 
whole. 

Having traced the history of the Con 
cress, he went on to say that, whatever 
divergences of view there might be about 
details, there was no real possibility .of 
disagreement upon the proposal that the 
political side of their work should hence 
forth be undertaken by « special organisa- 
tion. | 

THE TWO GOVERNMENTS. 

“ Tn both parts of our divided country. 
continued Mr. O'Connell, ‘‘ electors huve 
been disillusionised. In the North-East 
the Government has been able, by. jerry- 
mandered constituencies and reversion te 
the o! | electoral system and by means of 
subsidies from the British Exchequer, to 
maintain itself in pow. with a comfort 
able parliamentary majority. In the 
Saorstat area the Government’s parlia- 
mentery majority is small and precarious, 
and there are rigns that Ministers are 
very uneasy about their fate at "he next 
general election Any Government that 
has been long in office has to reckon on a 
certain amount of boredom and longing 
for change merely as change, but this 
Government has to reckon with positive 
dissatisfaction and hostility. 

“ Klectors are disgusted and humiliated 
by the Government’s attempts to play the 
dictator, suspicious of its leanings towards 
a new imperialism, irritated with its 
piecemeal and inconsequential tinkering 
with social problems, and dissatisfied with 
its obvious lack of any coberent body of 
political or economic principle. _ The 
country would, I believe, welcome a change 
of Government. Indecd,. I should not be 
sur>risec. to find that Ministers themselves 
would not. be averse to a period oi 
opposition. But [ do not think that the 
country is yet prepared to entrust its 
destinies to Fianna Fail, nor do I find any- 
thing” in the record of the achievements 
of that party or the speeches of its leaders 
which would ‘justify electors in trusting 
their political, social and economic welfare 
to its care. 


A HANDICAP.

“Our ranks must be as comprehensive 
as our policies, uniting farmer and town- 
worker. wage-earner, ,galary-earner, pro- 
fessional man, .shopkeeper, industrialist. 
housewife, in the bonds of genuine political 
conviction, realist patriotism and patient 
enthusiasm for social progress and recon. 
struction.”’ 


THE RESOLUTION. 


The proposal to separate ‘the Lebour 
Party and the Trade Limon Congress was 
moved by Mr. William Norton, General 
Secretary of the Irish Post Office Workers’ 
Union. 

An amendment by the Irish Women 
Workers’ Union to the effect that the two 
bodies, though having separate machinery, 
should operate as sections of a single move- 
ment, received little support, and Mr.
